U.S. PLAYS TO USE SPACE FOR STRATEGIC ACTIONS 


Moscow RED STAR 10 January 1965--A 


(Article by retired Maj. Gen. of the Air #orve B. Teplinskiy: “The Pentagon, the 
'Hadmaen,' and the Noon") 


(Text) Por the sake of prestige? At one Sime U.S, President L. Johnson made two 
statements. One said that the previously lined soal of landing a man on the moon in 
this decade had remained unchanged. Johnsor thereby emphasized that the flight ¢o 
the moon would not only be a major scientific achievement, but also evidence of the 
fact that "the opportunities of tho United States in space are not inferior to those 
of any other nation." In other words, the prysent American president has continued 
to pursue the space research program sutlinec by the late Kennedy, and he has done 
so, a8 he has repeatedly emphasized, for the sake of upholding U.8. prestige. 


The second time Johnson's words sounded somewnat differentiy: "We have undertaken 
the task of holding’a leading position in space not at all out of a feeling of 
national vanity, but by force of practical reasons..." {ellipsis as printed) 
The question itself suggests, what these reasons are. 


Najor General Ritland, chief of the U.S, Air Porce ballistic missile admini- 
stration, has answered this question in-one of his statements> "We are reach- 
ing into space not because it fascinates us, aS do all unexplored things, but 
because it is a base of operations in which strategie actions of great 
effectiveness can be conducted." 


"It 1s precisely because of this," the authcr of an editorial in the Washington 
DAILY NEWS says in continuing the idea of the American general, “that the U.S, 
Air Force is building a space laboratory which will pursue a specific aim--tnat 
is, to study the military possibilities of people in orbital flights.” 


Another U.S. press organ, THE U.S. NEWS AHD WORLD REPORT, frankly stated that- 
the Pentagon was expecting the day when space stations would cxist for 
photograptirce, radio location, and eleatrenic reconnaissance, as well as space 
interceptors and military spaceships which would be equipped with supermodern 
veapons with whieh it would be possible fo cnell the earth from space. , 


To Genonstrate their possibilities the Americans have begun to urgently 
publicize a "moon program” whose final goal ‘s the landang of two cosmonauts 

on the moon. This program is extensive and consists of several stages. The 
Gemini and Apollo. projects are slated to test the ability of crews to stay 

in space for 14 days and to conduct maneuvers related to the rendezvousing 

and joining of orbiting spaceships. Simultangously the possibilities of 
launching a "Surveyor" space craft to the moon are being studied, This apparatus 
4s to land in one of the locations in which it is Dlanned to land the Apollo - 
spaceship. 


Former Hitlerite scientist Werner Ven Braun, director of the Marshall Space 
Center. recently stated that the United States had a more than SO percent chance 
of beinz on the moon by the end of the current decade. No matter how attractive 
this idea might be, practicality nas taken the upper hand with the Americans 

and the question cf cost has arisen. After tMe initizl calculations, a sun. 

of some 20 billisn dollars has been mentioned. But authoritative specialists 
and executives of the American space and aircraft industry have explained that 
the "moon program’ will cost considerably move, 535 or possiply even 4&0 billion 


_dollars. According to one maguzine, even now 16 million dollars daily is 


being spent on this progran. 
The Scientists Are Doubtful. 


But the more means that are being spent the louder the criticism of the "moon 
program” sounds, and this criticism is leveled rrom different sides. ‘The - 
representatives of science, for example, ask: ais not 20 million dollars foo 
eostiy a price to pay for placing two coctoniuts on the moon who will stay 
therc less than 24 hours? Perhaps automatic instruments could carry out all 
researeh on a far more extensive scale with ;veater accuracy and reliability? 


Reverring to the launching of the (iret witainutie stations, the scientists 

maintain that problems such as the study ol ste toon's topography, of the strueture 
of its surfsee, and of the moon “climate” coald ve solved with autoaatic electronic 
instruments which are more sensitive and iccuvate than man. Specialists deem 

that in addition to taking probes of luna> 59i1 and their analysis with a 
Subsequent conmunication of the obtaincd wes.2its via radio channels to. the carth, 
the automatic stations would transmit voluminous moon Panoramas ta earth by 

means of stereoscopic TV installations.

Gne advocates of the "moon program" prozise the Miiitary men the “satisfaction 
of their stratezie needs. But the majority of Americans are Perplexed, Once 
whe Pentagen is Svraining to get into smace, why do its strategists and, with ; 
then, the “maduen” go violently attack the “moon program." It turns out that 
the Pentagon js not satisfied. Tac militarization of space is not proceeding 
properly. Even in 1962 Gen. Bernarc Sehriever, the actual. head of the U.S, 
military space program, stated that ne saw no r2al possibilities for the 
stvitegic use of the moon in the near feture. The words spoken by a confederate 
of Schricyer, the former Hitlerite general and present vice president of the Bell 
feresystens Conpany, Dornberger, sound like a practical inference from this 
statement. He put the question this way: Why is it necessary, with cumbersome 
and expensive equipment, to go to the moon, to an unknown environment, and to 
establisn rocket bases at a distance of 335,000 kilometers from the earth, if 
all this could be done far more easily and, what is the main point, -more cheaply 
at a closer distance. This Hitlerite “knight of the iron cross" has long pro-« 
posec plans for an attack on the Soviet Union from thase strata of space which

From the very besinning the Pentagon leaders have advocated the need for a 

military exploitation primarily of tne entire space stratum which surrounds ~ : 
tne earth. Thus the fact is stressed tnat the question of space as a possible 

vacater of military actions has aircady been placed on a raal basis. In the 

Opinion of American military men, rucocnaissance Sateliites, which have opened % 


up the road to the military use ov space, Mave already attained operational 


rcacdiness. 


The Pevitagon leaders believe that the U.S. Air Force'must above all expand the 
programs for tne creation of all -tyses of satellites which are included under 
the common term "sky spies" and at the same time begin the construetion- of 
military space platforms ({stations--RED STAR), interceptors, and orbital bombers. 
=n tne first place they would like to see for themselves "whether or not the - 
launching into an orbit of atomic bombs is possible and expedient, whether 

it is possible to expect that ballistic missiles coming from space can be 
intercepted, and whether rockets can be used for the transportation of troops 
and equipment." On the basis the conclusion is drawn that the slogan "to be
